The 
most 
serious 
of 
the 
heat 
ailments is sunstroke or heatstroke 
with 25 percent of all serious cases 
ending fatally. So it ain't something 
to mess around with. While the 
name is sim ilar to heat exhaustion, 
the symptoms are right the op 
posite. In heat exhaustion the skin 
is cold, and clammy with a profuse 
amount of perspiration. 
In sun­ 
stroke the skin is red and hotter 
than a firecracker. Also there is 
either 
none or 
very 
little 
per 
spiration. This lack of sweating 
causes the body to lose its heat- 
dissipation mechanism, and the 
body temperature shoots way up to 
around 104 degrees, and even 108 
degrees is not unheard of. This high 
temperature can cause convulsions 
or a physical collapse, and when 
that happens "Boy, you're in a 
heap of trouble". 
When I was in the Boy Scouts, I 
was trying to remember all the 
different things to do for heat 
exhaustion and sun stroke and 
trying to keep them separate and, 
in general, making a mess out of 
things.

scout 
master, who had seen more kids 
like me than he cared to rem em ­ 
ber, put it about as well as I have 
ever heard it put. He said "Son, if 
they are hot, cool em off, if they are 
cold, warm em up, and lf all the 
blood has run out of their face turn 
em upside down so it can run 
back." 
In the case of sunstroke cool em 
off about as quick as you can; and 
then get them to a doctor.

hen ore Aizenberg, a sixth- 
grade teacher at David Reese 
Elementary School in Sacra­ 
mento, Calif., readied the 
conclusion five years ago that 
most of her students with se­ 
rious reading problems were 
“teacher deaf,” and she de­ 
cided to turn to student 
tutors. 
Her idea was innovative at 
die time, and it appeared to 
work. “I pulled in junior high 
kids as tutors and I ran out of 
junior high kids, so I started 
pulling in our own students.” 
Ooss-age tutoring, with the 
opportunity it provides for in­ 


dividualized assistance, still 
works for her, Aizenberg 
said. On the average, she 
said, only one or two of every 
IO underachieving students 
return to her remedial read­ 
ing class. 
The tutoring program at­ 
tracted another Reese teach­ 
er, Kendra Hurst, and she, 
too, believes it has been a 
success with the low achiev­ 
ing fifth and sixth grade stu­ 
dents she and Aizenberg 
share. 
At the start of this school 
year, Hurst said, none of her 
students was reading at 
above third-grade level, and 
now all can read an interme­

diate fifth-grade textbook. 
If the noise volume in the 
early 
morning 
reading 
classes appears high, Hurst 
said, “Just look and watch 
the students. The noise comes 
from the fact that I’ve got 15 
tutors listening to 20 kids read 
aloud and quizzing them. I’ve 
got 35 people tauting at the 
same time.” 
Aizenberg said a careful ef­ 


fort was made to match tu­ 
tors to students, to have tu­ 
tors return to their own 
studies after a quarter or a 
semester, and to train tutors 
not to make disparaging 
comments. When a pupil 
stumbles on a word, she said, 
the instructions to tutors are 
to break the word into sylla- 
bles rather than merely read 
it aloud. 


But both teachers, in sepa­ 
rate interviews, indicated 
cross-age tutoring alone did 
not solve reading problems. 
There s a lot more than 
just having one kid tutor an­ 
other,” Aizenberg said. 
Tutors in both classes keep 
lists each day of missed 
words and review them the 
foUowing day with the stu­ 
dents they are aiding. Addi­ 


tionally, the tutors give writ­ 
ten quizzes, alter each brief 
story in a textbook is finished. 
to determine how well stu­ 
dents have understood the 
story 
The quiesce were prepared 
by the two teachers, and they 
correct them the day they are 
taken. 
Ute teachers make it a 
practice to sit in on the tutor­ 
ing sessions with each of their 
students at least one day a 
week. “You have to circulate 
and hit everybody aa often as 
you can,” Hurst said.

DEAR POLLY — I had trouble keeping the drapery pins or 
hooks in my draperies, but found an easy remedy I would like 
to pass on. I cut a piece of fabric a little larger than a regular 
curtain rod and sew this on the back of the drapery over the 
backs of the pleats. This makes a casing to slip the rod through 
and still have the look of pleated curtains that hang neatly and 
evenly.

DEAR POLLY — For eating corn on the cob, use new 
plastic golf tees. They are not as expensive to buy as regular 
corn holders.

DEAR POLLY - When making hot chocolate, I find it 
cheaper to boil water and add non-dairy creamer with the 
chocolate flavored mix instead of using hot milk. —MAUREN. 
DEAR POLLY — Most of us, except for very large families, 
do not need the detergent that “ washes more dishes per pen­ 
ny.'’ We usually have too many suds leftover no matter how 
carefully we squeeze the bottle. To prevent this waste when I 
open a new bottle, I pour half into the old empty bottle, fill 
both with water and shake. This way I get fewer suds per 
squeeze and so save up to one-third on dishwashing detergent. 
Singles and couples could dilute the detergent even more and 
save up to fifty or seventy per cent. To save even more it is ac­ 
tually easier to wash in COLD water, except for really greasy 
things and especially when the residue is protein such as milk, 
egg and meat juices. Save the hot water for the final rinse and 
save. I also dilute laundry detergents for easier measuring.

DEAR POLLY — With everything, including paper, becom­ 
ing more and more expensive I have a way of recycling “ junk 
mail’’ at least some of it. I save all sheets printed on one side 
only and use those for the carbon copies of letters I send. Car­ 
bons are only kept until a reply is received. If I run out of these 
and have to use a fresh sheet when it is to be discarded I “ x“ 
that side and use the clean side as the carbon copy for another 
letter. 
I make carbon paper last longer, too, by reversing the ends 
from time to time and ultimately I clip a scant one-eighth inch 
from one end whch allows the space between normal lines of 
typing to be used.

“We hold these truths to be 
self evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are 
endowed by their creator 
with certain unalienable 
rights, that among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness.” 
What 
is an unalienable 
right0 It is a right that 
cannot be alienated from its 
possessor, the human in­ 
dividual. the person. The 
person cannot give it away of 
his own accord, nor can he 
be deprived of it by any other 
person or group of persons 
It attaches to the person, 
and goes with him wherever 
he goes, simply and solely 


because he has been created 
a person 
It is as truly 
unalienable from the person 
as are his thoughts, his 
feelings, his memories, his 
experiences, indeed all the 
elements of his own unique 
personality 
We 
m ust 
understand, 
though, that their is a very 
subtle yet 
very distinct 
difference between the right 
itself and the exercise of tin* 
right 
This 
distinction 
is 
basically 
m etaphysical 
These rights can be neither 
conferred nor taken away by 
men But a tyrant or ruling 
oligarchy 
may 
unjustly 
deprive the citizen of the 
exercise of these rights But 
still. 
the 
rights 
a re 
unalienable to the person 


They attach to the person by 
creation, and not by societal 
or governmental action 
Certainly, the government 
of the United States did not 
create or constitute you a 
person Nor did any political 
party or political majority 
constitute you a person 
It is the American Faith 
that you are a person by 
divine creation in the image 
of God and that by virtue of 
this fact youare endowed 
with 
“certain unalienable 
rights “ Life itself is not a 
human creation in all its 
aspects natural, 
spiritual

is

damentally and ultimately 
the gift of God 
I,et me emphasize that in 
interpreting the Declaration

Roman Catholic parochial 
schools, which seemed in 
danger 
of 
foundering 
a 
decade ago, are drawing new 
strength from the growing 
public disenchantment with 
the public school system. 
More than 3,000 schools 
have closed in the past IO 
years across the nation and 
enrollments slumped from 5.5 
million to 3.4 million. 
But the rate of decline has 
slowed dram atically and in 
some areas has been re­ 
versed. For example, in San 
Diego, Calif., for the first 
time since 1963, a steady in­ 
crease in enrollments has 
been evident in local diocesan 
schools over the past three 
years, according to the Rev. 
Ronald M endonca, su p er­ 
intendent of schools for the 
Diocese of San Diego. 
Despite hard economic 
times, parents are looking 
favorably on the parochial 
school as a place where 
students and teachers are 
safe, and where there is an 
orderly atmosphere of learn­ 
ing, according to the National 
Catholic E ducational As­ 
sociation. 
A feeling of “ cautious 
optimism” that “the worst is 
behind them ,” is spreading 
through the Catholic school 
system, the NCEA said. 
“ People are reordering 
their 
p rio ritie s,” 
said 
Mendonca. “ I am highly 
optim istic 
today, 
but 
I 
certainly wasn’t 
IO years 
ago.” 
Enrollments in the San 
Diego diocese, which includes 
San Diego, Imperial, River­ 
side 
and 
San 
Bernardino 
counties, peaked at 34,000 in 
1963, he said. 
There 
w as 
a 
“ linear 
decline” to a low of 24,134 in 
1973, followed by a steady 
growth to 24,823 in 1975, said 
Mendonca. 
The decline followed in­ 
creased fees and “philo­ 
sophical tumult” within the 
church, he said. 
The apparent revival has 
grown from public resent­ 
ment over increasingly re­ 
strictive laws governing the 
public schools 
from 
in­ 
creasing unrest in those 
schools, and from a realiza­ 


tion that the Catholic schools ; 
offer 
a 
good 
education, : 
Mendonca said. 
“ It s not that we are doing 
anything 
d ifferent 
in 
discipline,” the Rev. Michael 
O’Neill, the former super­ 
intendent of Catholic schools 
in Spokane, Wash. “It’s just 
that the parents have their 
kids there voluntarily and 
they (the students) are not 
about to screw it all up by 
tearing apart the school.” 


An 
ap p aren t 
national 
building moratorium on new 
Catholic 
schools 
has 
contributed significantly to 
the declining enrollm ents, 
according to a study by soci­ 
ologists Andrew Greeley and 
William McCready of the Na­ 
tional Opinion Research Cen­ 
ter (NORC) at the University 
(rf Chicago. 


The NORC study said two- 
thirds of Catholic parents 
would send their children to 
Catholic schools if there was 
one in their neighborhood but 
many families have moved to 
the suburbs and the church 
has not built schools there. 


The church hierarchy has 
bungled the job of running 
schools and should turn 
control over to the laity, say 
G reeley 
and 
M cCready, 
whose study was one of the 
hottest topics for hard dis­ 
cussion in the NCEA. 


“All Americans have an 
enormous stake in a strong 
and vital Catholic system of 
parochial education in this 
co u n try ,” 
according 
to 
R u t g e r s 
U n i v e r s i t y 
sociologist Peter Berger, who 
is a Protestant. 


After studying totalitarian 
societies, Berger said those 
societies “ level, integrate 
and homogenize” all other 
moral authority in a nation 
until “all moral authority 
resides with the state.” 


“The survival of freedom 
and dem ocracy” requires a 
“plurality of moral author­ 
itie s,” he said and the 
C atholic 
church 
is 
the 
"la rg e st 
altern ate 
com ­ 
munity of moral authority in 
the n atio n .” C atholic ed­ 
ucators 
need 
“ m ore 
chutzpah”
